A letter  was  sent  hy  Comity  Cluh  Agent  J,  Crrcen  of  Spokane 
County,  Wrosh.,  Hovemher  21,  to  each  local  cluh  leader,  giving  a sumiPxary 
of  the  year’s  v/ork.  ”This  yoc.r,”  says  the  letter,  ”4-H  cluh  work  ha.s  heen 
conducted  in  20  cOimauiitics  with  the  aid  of  92  local  leaders.  Of  the  1,000 
project  enrollment,  91  per  cent  reported,  showing:  a gross  product!  on  valued 
a,t  ‘,^52,386.17,  or  a la-hor  return  of  ^fl7,703,86.”  Other  lauts  included  auo: 
Crop  cluh  memhers  cultivooted  more  thau  135  -acres,  au  increase  of  40  acres 
over  last  year.  Seven  potalo  cluh  monihers  grew  15,7  a,cres  of  certified 
seed.  Poultry  cluh  memhers  mana,god  2,999  birds.  Livestock  cluh  members 
mo.naged  426  head  of  animals  and  were  the  means  of  placing  17  purebred  sires 
and  32  purebred  females  for  brooding,  A Spokane  County  cluh  member  won 
the  ton-litter  contest  al  the  Spokane  Interstate  Pair  for  the 'fourth  cen- 
SGCutivc  time.  Clothing  cluh  members  made  1,228  articles,  Ca.nning  cluh 
memhers  preserved  1,407  quarts  of  fruit,  vegetadlos,  and  meals,  and  981 
glanses  of  jelly.

participation  in  club  group  or  community  activities,  15  points;  leaner- 
ship,  25  points;  and  stor^r  on  "liy  experience  as,  a 4-H  poultry  club  mem- 
ber,’’’ 10  points,  Tlie  winner  must  be  a high-school  graduate  and  misr 
mahricula,te  the  first  year  following  high-school  graduation  unless  sick- 
ness prevents.

Kentucky  had  six  scholarships  in  the  college  of  agriculkiire , 
university  of  Kentucky,  to  offer  club  members  this  year,  each  for  v^^'O 
in  cash,  freshmen  only  eligible.  Money  for  five  of  these  is  given  by  a 
banlier  and  a milk  dealer  in  Louisville,  for  the  other  by  a poultr^^  h§,tch- 
ery  in  Lexington.  ^ 


Fifteen  former  State  champions  in  4-H  club  work  are  enrolled 
as  freshmen  at  Michigan  State  College  this  year,  taking  advantage  of  the 
scholarships  awarded  to  them  by  the  State  board  of  a.gricalture  in  recog- 
nition of  State  honors  which  they  ’lad  won  in  club  work. 
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X.Iissouri  Banlcers^  Association  scholarship  winners  are  piloting 
in  some  hard  licks  on  their  two-year  short  course  v/ork  at  the  llissorjri 
College  of  Agriculture,  one  enrolled  for  his  first  year,  the  other  com- 
■pleting  his  second.  The  lehter  attended  in  19BS  e.s  v'inner  of  a one-year 
scholarship  and  is  this  year  serving  as  altemshe  for  an  honor  nenioer 
whose  illness  prevents  hiu  frou  attending.

The  ed- 
itor of  the  paper  devotes  a part  of  his  ti-^iO  during  the  snmmer  to  su- 
pervision of  ga.rdeii  duos,  Tnere  is  a comj.ty  organisation  of  4-F  cluh 
members,  made  up  cf  representarbives  from  the  towns,  which  meets  twice 
a year.

Pelegates  to  the  thirteenth  anrmial  Ohio  4— H Clnh  Congress ,8ol'am- 
hns,  Ohio,  ITovemher  7 to  12,  totaled  474,  including  54  wonieii  lesh.ers  and 
20  Lien  leaders.  Delegates  were  famished  a 25~page,  convenient-sized  pro- 
gram of  the  congress  which  gs.ve  general  instructions.  It  explained  that 
delegates  would  he  grouped  into  companies  furnished  a number  and  a chaper- 
on, and  would  he  exisected  to  elect  a captain,  news  reporter,  and  cheer 
leader.  Events  for  each  day  followed,  beginning  with  breakfast,  continu- 
ing through  assembly,  leadership  discussions  hy  the  local  leaders,  train- 
ing in  subject  matter  said  club  organization  hy  companies  chiefly,  and 
finishing  mth  the  tours,  banquets,  inspirational  talks,  or  recreational 
features  which  ended  the  day.

Picking  pine  cones  ps,ys  better  than  Peter  Piper’s  project  of 
picking  8.  peck  of  p-p- — p- — whatever  it  W8.s  - according  to  17  club  boys  of 
Dorchester  Conntj',  Kd.  Under  tiie  direction  of  Co’ont^-^  Agent  W.  E,  Mcknight, 
the  boys  climbed  seed  trees  of  loblolly  pins  in  the  county  and  picked  145 
bushels  of  cones  for  the  State  department  of  forestry.  Extension  Forester 
F.  B.  Trenlo  of  College  Park,  who  assembled  the  shipment,  estimates  that 
the  cones  will  yield  ax3proxir.iately  175  pornds  of  seed,  or  enough  to  produce 
5,500,000  trees.  Tlie  seed  will  be  planted  in  the  State  nursery  next  spring 
and  the  followhng  year  will  be  available  for  reforesting  purposes.  In  the' 
meantime  the  bovs  added  a cheerful  sum  on  the  credit  side  of  their  ledgers.
